Mr. Stone has not the anility of Jenks 


Ie is, besides, the slave of his inviron- 
ment. He was imposed upon his party 
by the machine. J3?en as a member of 
Congress he forgot his duly to his con- 
tHuents when that duty conflicted with 
ubservience to Senator Quay. 
This year, therefore, there is no issue, 


n Pennsylvania but a plaiu choice be- 
ween the displacement and the continu 
,nce of the leadership which has brought 
pon tbe State lasting shame and dis- 
lonor. The sly and sinister efforts to 
onfuse the minds of voters by the ID- 
rusion of questions of finance, war, prc- 
ibitory legislation, populism, etc., etc , 
re intended to scatter the ballots thai 
hould be concentrated iu the attack on 
lachine misrule.—Philri. Record.

MERRITT'S SWIFT MARCH 


A NOTABLE FEAT OF TEE COLORADO 


UTE OUTBREAK OF 1879. 


The selection of Geuaral Wesley Mer- 


ritt as military commander in the Philip- 
pines was particularly gratifying to the 
people of Colorado, who remember the 
important part he played in one of the 
moat 
thrilling episodes 
the State's 


earty1. history. This was the Uce out- 
break of 1879. 


Father Meeker was one of the kindest 


and most humane uien that ever lived 
Taking charge of the 
White River 


agency in 187S, at a time when the re- 
lations between the settleis and the 
Indians were already strained, he at- 
tempted by kindness to soften the anger 
of the Indians and bring about an era ot 
peace and good will. This attitude was 
looked upon by the Indiana aa an evi- 
dence of. weakness. A year or two be- 
fore one or two men had been killed on 
each side in brushes between the white 
men and the Indians, and too add to the 
hostile feeling of the Indians the Indian 
Bureau bad sadly mismanaged affairs. 


Kews ot the serious state ot affairs 


was carried to Rawlins by Colonel John 
VV, Steeele, a mail contractor, who tele- 
graphed the facts to General Sheridan. 
Colonel Wesley Merritt, commanding 
the.Fifth Cavalry was stationed at Fort 
Russ3ll, near Cheyenne, and Major T. 
T. Thornburg, one of the Fourth Infant- 
ry, was at Fort, Fred Steele, on the 
Union Pacilie road, with a detachment 
of his regiment and a company of the 
Third Cavalry. 
Upon receipt of the re- 


quest for troops from Agent Meeker, the 
War Department directed General Sheri- 
dan to send a force to the agency, but 
the troops received special instructions 
that they were not to punish any Indians, 
only to inquire into the causes of the 
trouble and to restrain the Indians from 
further insurbordination. 
Under no 


circumstance were the troops to fire 
!irst in the event of a collision with the 
Indiana. Hampered with such instruc- 
tions, Major Thornburg went to the 
agency. 


At the crossing of Milk Creek, twenty- 


flve miles north of the agency, the road 
passed through a defile with high bluffs 
on either Bide, affording an excellent 
opportunity tor ambuscade. The defile 
was inside the reservation 
and the 


Indians were on their own ground with 
the soldiers lied up with instructions 
and at their mercy. Just before reach- 
ng the most dangerous part of the de- 
lie Major Thoinburg, with the cautious 
characteristic of a trained soldier, left 
he trail over the bluff. He had already 
taken the piecaution to corrall 
his 


wagons at the entrance to, the delile 
hree-quarters of a mile in the rear. As 
ie turned off the road the Indians saw 
,hat their original plans bad been dis- 
irranged and that they would have to 
flght in the open, but they did not de- 
cline the encounter. Major Thornburg 
lad preceded only a short distance up 
;he bluff when he was confronted by 
'rom 2oO to 300 Indians well armed with 
Winchesters. He at once drew up his 
men in battle order and waited for the 
mset of the savages. It was apparent 
o every man in the command that the 
>nly way to insure ita safety was to open 
ire before the Indians had a chance to 
uake their dispositions. The scout Kan- 
in, an old Indian fighter, hurried to 
he side of the commander, pointed oat 
o him the fact that he was being sur- 
ouuded and that he was already flanked 
nd urged him to opsn lire, as that af- 
orded the only hope of escape. 
"Alaa!" said Mnjor Thornburg, "I 
are not; my orders are positive, and it 
violate them and survive, a court-mar- 
ial and instantaneous dismissal may 
ollow. I feel as though myself and 
uen were to be murdered." 


The Indians faced the troops about 300 
arda distant and exhibited a determi 
;ation to light. 
They were rapidly 


hrowing out flanking parties and plac- 
ng themselves in a position to shut off 
he retreat of the doomed men. The 
avalry was dismounted and placed in a 
)osition fnr defence, but was ordered 
ot to fire until the Indians opened the 
ttack. At last, when the Indians had 
made all preparations, they opened fire 
n the troops, who responded, retreating 
as they fired. By a sudden dash the In- 


mns threw themselves between the re- 
realing column and the wagon train, 
itajor Tbornburg at once mounted 
wenty-five of his men and headed them 
n one of the most dashing cavalry 
barges on record. They reached the 
•agons, bat Major Thornburg and thir- 
een of the men who made the charge 
•ere killed and every oflicer was wound- 
d except Lieutenan t Cherry of the Fifth 
Cavalry. A large number of men were 
Iso seriously hurt. Then began a siege 
hich bade fair to result in the anaihi- 
ation of the command. The Indians 
rst picked off the horses and mules and 
vilhin a short time from ISO to 200 ani- 
mals had been tilled. They were utiliz- 
d for breastworks and aided in repell- 
ng the frequent assaults of the Indians, 
fcankia got away in the night and made 
is famous ride of 160 miles in twenty - 
ight hours without injury, though he 
went through a country swarming with 
ndians. 
It was on the evening of September 30, 
hat Col. Merritt received intelligence of 
he desperate condition of the little band, 
n less than half an hour from the time 


>f receiving the news couriers and tele- 
Tarns were flying to the different posts 
n the vicinity with orders to reach Raw- 


lins by the nearest routes, and during 
the following day a strong force had been 
put into motion to go to the relief o 
their comrades. 
They were pushed for 


ward as rapidly as the animals could 
travel and reached the mtrenchments or 
Sunday morning, October 5, the Indians 
retreating as soon as the bead of the col 
utnn came in sight. When Col. Merrit 
reached the scene, Capt. Payne, who hac 
maintained a gallant light for six days 
though suffering fiom a wound, broke 
down completely, and. throwing his armi 
about his commander's neck, wept like i 
child. More than 200 horses were lying 
dead. Twenty men were dead and thir 
ty wounded out of the 100 who went into 
the flght on the morning of September 29 


After burying the dead, caring fcr the 


wounded, and collecting what could be 
saved from the wreck and ruin, Col. 
Merritt pushed on to the agency, where 
he found that all the white men bad been 
killed, the buildings plundered and burn- 
ed, and the women carried oil into cap- 
tivity. The body of Agent Meeker was 
found 200 yards from the agency, with a 
log chain about the neck, one side of the 
head crushed in and a barrel stave driv- 
en through the body. All the bodies 
were scalped and otherwise mutilated. 
Chief Douglas, with a band of Indians 
who had remained at the agency, had 
begun the work of murdering the em- 
ployees as soon as they received word 
that Capt. Jack had attacked the troops. 


Col. Merritt established his headquar- 


ters at the agency, sent hia report by 
courier to the telegraph cilice, and asked 
permission to follow the Indians up and 
capture the ringleaders of the outbreak, 
they to be punished according to law. 
His feat in assembling the troops from 
the different forts under his command 
and setting in motion a strong column 
within twenty-four hours to march 160 
miles over mountain roads in three days 
and a half is almost without a parallel 
n the history of Indian warfare.

STOPS A STAHPEDE. 


I'RAINfiD HORSES STOP THEIR MAD RUSH 


IN ANSWER TO THE NOTES. 


A stampede of 800 cavaliy horses 


through the streets ot Sail Antonio last 
week caused a panic and sent the blood 
of frontiermen jumping through their 


eins as it has not jumped since the days 
when Texas was a republic, according to 
the New York tiun. The mounts of the 
First Texas Cavalry broke away from a 


ral at Fort Sam Houston, on Goveru- 


nent Hill, about three miles from the 
Alamo. Some of the horses had teen in 
he service for years, but the majority of 
them were "cow ponies,"that had never 
been dulled. Across the parade ground 
they dashed, following a dun rnare with 
lowing mane. 
Two cavalrymen at- 


tempted to round up the herd. On went 
he flying steeds across the parade und 
iulo the drill ground they gallop<xl, 
when suddenly there came from the 
direction of the officers' bouses a bugle 
call. 
Chargers which had often re 


sponded to this call insensibly slackened 
their speed. Again rang out a call. 


The dun mare and one-third of the 


stampeded horses continued their flight, 
while the other two-thirds turned sqiwe- 
ly at right angles. The bugler repeated 
"Columns right," and the two-thirds 
again turned at right angles and galloped 
back in the direction from which they 
came 
Once more the bugle rang out. 


The 
plunging mass took 
form and 


steadied its gait. 
Again the bugle 


sounded. The battalion broke the gal- 
lop, went into a trot, and wheeled into 
the parade ground. The bugle sounded 
"Halt," and that part of the stampede 
was over. 


But the dun pony and her followers 


from the ranges continued their mad 
flight through the streets of Sao Antonio. 
Everything movable in the way of the 
horses was overturned and demolished. 
Pedestrains tied in every direction, while 
many carriage horses joined the horses 
of the plains. Over the bridge flew the 
wild steeds. One horse dashed its head 
against a telegraph pole, and the dun 
mare lost a follower. Another's fore- 
legs went through a basement hole in 
the sidewalk, and the unfortunate horse 
was quickly trampled to death. 
A 


saloon was reached and one of the cow 
ponies was forced through its doora by 
the pushing horses as they continued. 
A railroad train came rushing along, 
with a bound the dun mare cleared the 
track iu Iront of the locomotive, but 
several of her companions were hurled 
to death in endeavor to follow. 


The horses divided, only to came to- 


gether again when the train dashed by, 
aad Resumed their flight toward the 
prairies. 
Out into the mesquite and 


sagebrush the dun mare lead them, and 
soon nothing was seen but a cloud of 
dust. 
• The trail of the stampede was as plain 
as the path of a cyclone. No lives were 
lost, but property damage was very 
heavy. Squads of cavalrymen started 
out and succeeded in roping all but 
thirty of the cow ponies.

SPAIN. 


The stormy sessions in both Houses of 


the Spanish Cortes indicate that the rela- 
tions between the military and civilian 
politicians of Spain have reached the 
point of rupture, says the Phila. ll&vnl. 
The session of the Senate on Wednesday 
last was marked by a duel of words be- 
tween General Weyler, supported by 
half a dozen epauleted Senators, ou the 
oae hand, and Count fl'Almenas on the 
other. Jisch side blamed the other as 
being the cause of the disasters suffered 
by Spain, U e Generals assorting that the 
politicians were aSone responsible, while 
Count d'Almenas retorted that the Gen- 
erals had shown themselves incapable of 
leading soldiers to battle and that some 
of them "ought to have their sashes torn 
fcom their shoulders and put around 
their Decks." The Spanish people, how- 
ever, seem to have done with tbeir uni- 
formed aa well as their civilian politicians 
— the Society for Commercial Union, 
for instance, having petitioned the Cortes 
to close all the military schools, curtail 
retiring pensions, place all officers re- 
turning from Cuba in the reserves and 
provide a budget of one million pesetas 
Annually for the care of the soldiers 
maimed and invalided in the colonial 
wars. 


The most noticeable feature of the ait- 


nation iu Spain ia the utler indifference 
shown by the people at large toward 
those questions of state which seem to 
fret Deputies and Senators. The masses 
are not concerned in the least, over the 
fate of the Antilea or the Philippines. 
They would bo gratified if they could be 
assured that their sons would no longer 
be sent to die ou the fever-breeding soil 
of Cuba, or have their vitality sapped by 
the enervating heat of the Philippines, 
even if the end wished for could only be 
achieved by the sacrifice of the eolonis-s. 
Every Spanish soldier returning home 
with his constitution wrecked beyond re- 
pair increases the cynical contempt en- 
tertained by the people for the heroics 
of their statesmen on the topic of the 
honor of Spain. 
The nation is sated 


with gloiyof the kind which its politi- 
cians speak of, and yearns to he relieved 
of the burden of empire.

ALUKRXbM MAY LOSE CONGRICSS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 11.—One rea- 


son why President McKinley took ateps 
toward an investigation of the War De- 
partment is that some of the Republican 
managers have been growing a trifle ap- 
prehensive regarding the control of the 
next Congress. The manner in which the 
independent press is pounding away at the 
incompetent man in the War Department 
Lind tlie way in which Major General Miles 
has snapped his lingers in the face of his 
superiors and confirmed some of thft worst 
charges of incompetence, are causing a 
fear that the demand for honest and effi- 
cient government will be more potent with 
the voters than the appeal to the war-like 
achievements ot the Republican AdAiiuis- 
tratton. 


The Republican leaders do not like to 


think of what would happen if they should 
lose control of the next House. 
The Sen- 


ate is practically assured to them already, 
and, with a Republican House, they can 
give the force of law to the entire pro- 
gramme of colonial supremacy which may 
be presented by the Admin 1st ration to 
Congress.

Austria's Empress Assassinated. 


Empress Elizabeth, of Austria, who was 


temporarily 
sojourning at Geneva, in- 


cognito, was assassinated on Saturday last 
by Lusgi Laochini, a native of Paris and 
an Italian anarchist and soldier. The foul 
crime was the outcome of an Anarchistic 
conspiracy, which comprehended the rnur- 
der'of other sovereigns, including the Em- 
peror of Austria. The desperado wielded 
a stiletto or pointed file, and inflicted at 
one blow a mortal wound. The assassin 
is under arrest. 
The plans for the funeral 


of the late Empress Elizabeth, contemplate 
bringing the remains to Vienna next 
Thursday, lying in State on Friday and 
the obsequies of interment on Saturday. 


Sunday's developments, as given by the 


Press Publishing Company, N. Y. World, 
in connection with the cold-blooded assas- 
sination of the Empress of Austria establish 
the fact that her murder was only one of 
many bold crimes planned by a band of 
Anarchists. As shown by the telegrams 
received here and at Vienna from the 
capitals of the Old World, the whole of 
Europe is not only appalled and horror- 
stricken over the tragedy, but apprehen- 
sions are felt in royal circles that other 
terrible crimes of a similar character are 
contemplated. Extraordinary precautions 
for the safety of European sovereigns have 
been taken at every court, and many sus- 
pected persons will be placed under arrest. 


Many of the principal European jour- 


nals are urging international action against 
Anarchists. 
They recall that both the 


late M. Carnot, President of the French 
Republic, and the late Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, the Spanish Prime Minister, were 
victims of Italian assassins.

From tlie Boys. 


CAMP NEAR PONCK, POKTO Eico, 


August 23d, 189S. 


DEAH PARENTS :—I am enjoying fairly 


good health. It is impossible for one to 
feel good in this climate at this time of the 
year, as tte wet season is at its worst. We 
have rain every two or three hours. It is 
very low and marshy where onr camp is 
located. Between showers it is very hot 
and sultry. The natives are similar to our 
negroes in looks and disposition. Onr 
camp is about a half mile from Ponce. 
The 19th Regular Infantry joins onr camp 
on the North and tbe 7th Vol. Cavalry on 
the East; the Governor's Troop and the 
Sheridan Troop two milea North. Gen. 
Miles ia 32 miles North. 
We will move 


some time this week, the 2d Battalion 
about 40 or 50 miles North to rebuild some 
bridges the Spaniards burned. The Q. M. 
is packing 30 days' rations for us. The 3d 
Battalion left yesterday on a 20 mile march 
to get some artillery out of a swamp, 
which is practically covered with mud. 
We do not know whether it is light or not 
for us, as we hear nothing about peace be- 
ing declared. Yon people know more 
about what is going on in the island than 
we do. As soon.as peace is declared this 
entire Regiment will apply for its dis- 
charge, as they are treating us shamefully; 
only about half enough to eat and most of 
the boys confined to camp. I am at liber- 
ty to go where and when I please. 
Have 


been in Ponce several times doing photo- 
graphing for tbe Government. Sunday I 
made a plate of the Spanish prisoners 
which thu 16th Pa. captured and who are' 
now in tbe barracks, 168 of them. , They 
are a tough looking lot of soldieis. They 
sell the buttons aud insignia off their 
clothes to onr boys. I have a number of 
buttons, &c., which I bought of them, and 
I expect to get a line collection of relics 
when we get into the interior, as well as a 
full set of views. 


Our money is worth $1.75 in Spanish 


for an American dollar, but the natives 
are very shrewd and have raised the price 
about double for everything so as not to 
lose anything by the exchange. The res- 
taurants charge $1.50 for dinner, and that 
is not nt to eat. 
Our camp is surrounded 


with cocoarmts, bananas, limes, man- 
groves, sugar cane and Indian corn, but 
the fruit is poisonous to the boys and we 
do not eat ol it. The natives use oxen 
and ponies to do their work. 


One of our boys just came into camp 


from the wharf and reports that there is a 
Spanish schooner in the harbor flying the 
Spanish flag, BO I presume peace has been 
declared. All the boys are anxious to get 
back to the States. 
The Chester, which 


brought us down, left yesterday, and 
before going threw away a lot of meat and 
provisions which had spoiled and which 
the Relief Association of New York had 
put aboard for us to keep us from starving. 
We live about half the time on two hard-

Aiidrew J>. Plank Commits 


Suicide. 


Andrew D. Plank, aged 31, a grocery- 


man's clerk, was found dead in hia room 
at tlie house 626 N. 13th et., Philadelphia, 
Tuesday morning, having committed sui- 
cide by inhaling gas through a lubber 
tube. The man left two letters. In one 
he accused a young woman of having caus- 
ed him to seek death aud in the other he 
gnve directions for his burial and how his 
money and effects should be divided. 


He wrote that he died a hero. He had 


evidently contemplated taking bis life 
some time ago, but waited until Monday 
night, so tbat he could die on the same 
date as bis mother, who has been dead a 
couple of years. The landlady of the 
house detected an odor of gas coming from 
Plank's room, and, becoming alarmed, 
ahe rushed down stairs to summon & 
policeman. Lieutenant Fulmer, of the 
Eighth district, happened to pass at the 
time and be weut into the house. A few 
momenta later Officer McDaniele came 
along and tbe two forced open the door of 
Plank's room and discovered what had 
happened. 


The man was in bed with the covers 


drawn tightly over his head and body. 
From the jet extended a tube, the end of 
which was close to Plank's mouth, show- 
ing plainly how he sought death. He 
had moved his bed nearer the gas jet, so 
that he could lie in bed and use the tube. 
From the appearance of his body he had 
evidently been dead several hours. 


Plank was employed by a groceryman 


at Twelfth and Mt. Vernon streets, having 
worked there about four years. Once he 
left his employer and went to California 
to start in business for himself, but the 
venture was an unsuccessful one and he 
returned to Philadelphia'again and got hia 
position back. He always seemed happy 
and never said anything to his employer 
about committing suicide. 


The two letters were found ou a table m 


the man's room. Both were written in 
lead pencil and were dated September 5. 
The first one that was picked up read as 
follows: 


"This night will be my fatal doom. Af- 


ter I ato found cold in death I want ray 
nephew, Harry Xoptaker, of 2,-iGl North 
Twenfcy-eightl^ elreet, and iny sister, Mary 
Roe, of 41(5 North Tenth street, to carry 
out my request. Don't go to any expense, 
and above all don't have any miniater at 
my funeral services. 
Get Brother Otto, 


at 314 Noble street. He belongs to my 
club, and let him. do the chaplain work 
Also I want to be buried under Camp 450 
of the Patriotic Order Sons of America. 
Also go to my friend Fred Brandt, 4,353 
Germantown avenue, and tell him to gee 
that lady who sings in the Wakefield 
Presbyterian church to sing at my funeral. 


"Keep ray body here two days aud have 


my funeral in the evening at 8 o'clock 
sharp. The next day take me to German- 
town and bave my body cremated. Then 
proceed to Gettysburg for burial. I re- 
quest this from my sister and nephew and 
want it done. Pay the lady singer and 
Mr. Ofcto out of my money. Pay tbeir 
fare to Gettysburg and back. You will 
find $65 in a drawer in my room. In my 
pockets there is about $7. Don't forget 
to save all expenses you can. In bank 
you will find some money aleo. What is 
left after the expenses are paid goes to- 
ward keeping my dear, old father, dear 
nephew and niece. My time haa come to 
die, so good-bye. I shall confess to God 
and die, as I cannot endure it any longer." 


A letter to his slater, residing in Wash- 


ington, says : 


"Dear Sister Jennie, it is hard for mo to 


part from you, for you are all alone. 
Think of the good advice I gave you. God 
bless you. Forgive me for the act which 
J am about to do. Oh, it is so sweet todie 
on mother's death date. I fear no one. 
I die like a hero as I sit here. I feel them 
calling me to come. Oh, if I conld only 
talk to you. You can have my big crayon 
picture to remember me. Good-bye. Look 
on me in dt-ath. Good-bye.

THE WHEAT CROP OF 1898. 


The prevailing estimate of the amount 


of wheat produced by the United States 
this year should not he accepted with too 
much confidence. As long as the great 
bulk of the crop is in the hands of the 
farmers the estimates are invariably 
large, 
After the wheat leaves the 


granaries and goes into the elevators it 
is suddenly discovered by the estimators 
that the crop is not so great as had been 
thought. Tl-en the estimates keep on 
dwindling until new wheat of next year 
begins to arrive in market. Some ot the 
estimates made this year go as high as 
seven hundred million bushels. There 
is nothing more than mere guesswork 
upon which to base such a statement. 


After the harvest of 1397 wheat start- 


ed in at a higher price than fur seveial 
previous years end good prices 
were 


maintained down to the beginning of 
the present harvest. 
There was last 


year a small crop in the world. That m 
the United Stales was large, but the 
demands of the European market were 
such that when the harvest of this year 
cams we bad little or no stock left. The 
surplus brought over was less than it 
had been for many ysrs, and the ab- 
sence of this surplus, which always acts 
as a wet blanket to the market, was re- 
lied upon to keep up prices. But the 
bears seem to have the best of it and 
prices went down greatly, to the dis- 
appointment of the farmers who bad ex- 
pected something better. So great has 
been th's disappointment that there is 
no disposition to sell and the good prices 
received last year enable most farmers 
to gratify their disposition to hold their 
grain much longer than they ordinarily 
can afford. This is the reason, doubt- 
less, that so little wheat is comiug into 
the market. Some have expressed the 
opinion that t!>c country mills are stock- 
ing up and that is tl:3 reason wheat is not 
coming to the elevators. This supposi- 
tion is probably incorrect. The country 
mills buy very cautiously on a falling 
market; no more, indeed as a usuiil 
thing, than to supply current needs. 
There is no great stock in the mills. 
Most of them are probably nearly empty, 
and it the fanners continue to hold, the 
millers may be compelled to pay higher 
prices to get a supply to keep their mills 
going. 


When the new wheat came in tins 


summer there was not more than eight 
or ten million bushels of "visible" wheat 
in the whole country, an amount not 
sufficient to feed our people two weeks. 
The surplus carried over has been as 
high as eighty million bushels in recent 
yeais, and the absence of this great sur- 
plus v.otr should do much to counteract 
the effect of a big crop. The absence, 
too, this year of a great corn crop such 
as we had last year should help to sus- 
tain the wheat market. 


In Maryland and parts of the other 


Atlantic States the low price of wheat 
comes along with a short crop. If there 
is a great crop in the country Maryland 
does not feel the effect of it except in 
the depressing effect upou the price ot 
the little we have for sale. In connec- 
tion with this subject it should be re- 
membered that a constantly increasing 
amount is needed tor bread and seed in 
the United States. Out oC a crop ot 
over six hundred million bushels last 
y.aar we had not more than about two 
hundred million bushels for sale. We, 
now require about four hundred million 
bushels for our own use, and year by 
year this requirement grows. When tie 
people of Cuba and Porto "Rico find that 
they can buy flour without paying its 
value to the government in the shape of 
a tariff tax, they will use it mote freely, 
and in the near future they may relieve 
our farmers of ten or twenty millions of 
their surplus —JSalto. Sun. 


Pumpkin PiC.s. 


There are two ways of preparing 


pumpkin for pies. One is to cook it rap 
idly for about twenty minutes or half au 
hour ia abundance cf water, after peel- 
ing, removing the seeds, and cutting il 
in pieces. The other is to put the pumo- 
kin, peeled 'and sliced, and with the 
seeds removed, into a pat with about 
two inches depth of water, merely to 
prevent its buruing. Tue pot ia covered 
closely, and the pumpkin is cooked slow- 
ly ia thii way Cor about six hours, when 
the water will be exhausted, and the 
pumpkin will ba found to have acquired 
a certain sweetness which it never has 
when cooked in the more rapid way. 


The old-fashioned way of making 


pumpkin pie is undoubtedly the bust, 
though it is considered somewhat ex- 
travagant in economical times because 
it calls for a large number of eggs, tt 
is strange how many housekeepers reck- 
on a recipe extravagant or otherwise 
according to the uumberof eggs employ 
ed,when, in point of fact, there are other 
ingredients, like butter, which add more 
or less to the cost of the recipe when 
generously used. One of the best ways 
of insuring economy iu recipes is to use 
the ingredients so as to secure the most 
nourishment and involve the least \vaate 
In the use of eggs in a ciHtard or ia a 
pumpkiu pie we have the ideal elements 
of nourishment, simply and economic- 
ally 
prepared. 
Hence, custard 
arn 


pumpkin pies, having no upper crust, 
are the most wholesome kinds of pit's 
the housekeeper can make, providing 
always that the under crust is properly 
baked and browned. 


Take two cups of pumpkin, steamed 


by the second described process, add 
four cups of rich milk, half a teaspoon- 
J'ul of salt, two teaspooufuls of ginger 
one of mace, one of nutmeg and one ol 
cinnamon, Beat five tablespoont'uls of 
sugar with five eggs, and add them slow- 
ly to the pumpkin and milk. Add also 
a cup of cream. Bake the pies iu au 
open crust. Like a custard or cocoanut 
pie, they should be made considerably 
thicker thi»n an apple or fruit pie. The 
old-fashioned brick oven baked pumpkin 
pies to perfection, because the under 
crustwas thoroughly baked and browned. 


A simple rule for pumpkin yie allows 


a cup of pumpkin to a pint of milk, and 
one egg to every pin, with sugi.r, nut- 
meg, mace, and salt to the taste.—Se- 
lected.

WHEN cutting down corn fodder one 


point to observe is to cut whan the corr 
is bright. Do not delay until the fodder 
begins to turn yellow, but cut when the 
blades are green. The ears will be dry 
and be as valuable when the fodder is 
cut at the green stage as to leave the 
corn standing until the blades begin to 
change. It is sometimes inconvenient 
to get into the field to cut the corn when 
it is ready, which causes a delay ot a day 
or two. If the weather is dry and warm 
the delay may greatly affect the value 
of the corn fodder. The stalks should 
be shocked in a manner to prevent being 
thrown down by the wind, as dirt is no 
conducive to its appearance or quality 
The fodder should be removed to an 
open shed as soon ae it can be done, so 
as to protect it against rain and damp 
nesa. If fodder is carefully preserved i- 
•will be more readily accepted by stock.

I should like to say a few words on 
he large vs. small hive question. After 
he experience I have had, saya a writer 
n Gleaninrjs In See Cultitre, I still be- 
eve that those who advocate the use of 
en frames in preference to eight do so 
ecause they pursue methods entirely di F- 
erent from those generally pursued by 
iroducers of honey-comb. 
In fact lliey 


,re mostly extracted honeymen, such as 
he Dadants and C. A Hatch. With my 
methods I am just in favor o£ the eight- 
rame brood-chamber as ever; and I 
would assure the thousands who have 
.dopted them that they will not regret 
t. They need only to learn how to use 
hem properly. It would not do to hive 
warms on ten frames ot foundation or 
en empty combs in working for comb 
iQuey, without contracting the brood- 
hamber. I want a hive that lean woik 
without contracting. The eighth-frame 
ize fills the bill. The ten-frame would 
3e all right if it could be worked so as 
o avoid swarming ; but can it be done 'i 
A very good plan to pursueif ODB wishes 
ew swarms, ia to use two eigb,t-frame 
live-bodied tiered up; then, if they 
warm, hive on a single brood chamber 
ind give sections. 
The same swarm, if 


lived on ton frames would not be ready 
oon enough to catch a short boaey-How. 
lo far as my experience goes it will not 
;o to contract a brood-chamber so that 
he super containing the sections will ex- 
end over beyond the combs occupied by 
he bees ; therefore I want no contrac- 
ionas advocated by W. Z Hutchison. 
With me it would not work unless the 
.uper were contracted to match. Theie 
3 a great deal in getting used to certain 
nethods. I have no doubt that the 
vide-brood-chamber men are successful 
n their way ; but I believe that E. B. 
loot, Dr. 0. C. Miller, and others are 
getting hold of the method of using the 
light-frame brood-ohamber in a way 
,hat makes it one o£ the best all-mound 
iomb-honey hives for this climate—a 
oethod iu which contraction by frames 


avoided, and manipulation ot whole

A trial of paper shoes for horses is 
uortly to be made in London. 
Enthusi- 


ista think it will have a great effect upon 
he business of farriers and horse deal- 
era.. Snugly reposing in a glass showcase 
.t J A. W. Dollar's veterinary establish- 
ment, says the London Mu.il, is a horse- 
hoe which looks strangely out. of place 
n the glittering collection of shoes of till 
sorts, strongly nailed on the models of 
hoofs. The new horseshoe is made of 
compressed paper; it requires no nails to 
secure it to the hoof, and, while lighter 
han the most fragile of racing plates, it 
s claimed to be nearly as durable as the 
solid iron shoes which have hitherto se- 
cured tohorsesimrnunily from the effects 
of tbe constant traveling over rough sur- 
'aces. The new sboe is a German inven- 
tion, and in Berlin, where cab and car- 
riage horses have been shod with paper 
shoes for some time, good success has 
resulted. One of the first advantages of 
paper shoes for horses is the decreased 
cost, and a saving of 20 per cent, in the 
actual cost of keeping shod. 


But the cost, of keeping horses shod is 


;he most inconsiderabls burden of the 
old method, with iron shoes, with which 
.11 the world is familiar. The real tax 
of iron shoes is the danger from their use 
from the necessity of their being nailed 
u place. The new paper shoes are se- 
mred with a very strong glue. It is no 
exaggeration to say that almost all hoof 
troubles are caused by improper or care- 
less shoeing. By far the largest part of 
the evils of improper shoeing comes from 
injury to the foot through bent or mis 
driven nails. Thousands of valuable 
worses have thus been injured for life. 
The fact that the new paper horseshoes 
;an be applied by any one, thai they aie 
slightly elastic, thus accommodating 
themselves to the natural contractions 
of the hoof, and are not capable of pro- 
ducing hoof galls, or cuts, should one 
borse ba ticked by another, are consid- 
ered as among the other advantages 
which will result from the introduction 
of the new Germau invention. 


PKOF1T IX POULTRY. 


The letter from Mr. Henry H. Collier, 


of North Yakima, superintendent ot the 
poultry department of the Slate fair, 
says the Seattle Post-Inlettiyancer, de- 
serves more than passing notice. His 
statement that this Slate sent away 
$1,800,000 for eggs last season will sur- 
prise all readers. It seems almost in- 
credible that so vast a sum should be 
sent out of this State for the purchase of 
one of the most common farm products 
It certainly does not speak well for the 
small farmers of Washington that this 
One source of revenue should be neglect 
ed. Almost any housewife can give the 
attention necessary to the raising of 
chickens and otber farmyard fowls with- 
out iutbrfering with her other duties, and 
the income will add nol, a little to the 
profit, of tbetar/n.

INSECTS HAVE THEIR USES. 


OME OF THEM THAT ARE OF GREAT 


SERVICE TO MAN. 


All things created play some part in tho 
conoray of nature. Plants grow from the 
oil; insects, birds and quadrupeds ieed 
n these plants, and other insects, birdp, 
eptilea and quadrupeds devour these 
lant-eating species. Thus the too rapid 
multiplication of these plants and animals 
a held in check, and there are never too 
nany for the general welfare of the whole 
cheme. 
tt is like the animal and plant 


fe in a well-stocked aquarium, which HO 
icely balance each other that the water 
s kept in a condition of just the right per- 
entage oi oxygen and carbon. 


Many insects feed on those hind of 


)lants that are of value to mankind ; hence 
hey are called noxious, or injurious in- 
ects. On the other hand, thoi-e species 
hat prey upon these noxious insects are 
;alled beneficial species, and in many 
isises, all things considered, they well de- 
erve this title, 
[n a similar way we know 


birds to be useful to man because they are 
he destroyers of myriads of injurious in- 
ects. \Vtsre it not for the birds and the 
beneficial insects, man would possibly 
itarve for the lack of food derived from 
mother earth. 


In fact, beneficial insecls dtserve to rank 


even above the birds, although tlie latter, 
)eing larger, far more attractive in form 
and color, and at the same time full of 
song and gladness, receive far more credit 
:rom the popular verdict. It ifi only from 
the closely observing naturalist that the 
nfects friends of man, small, obscure and 
unattractive as they are, find dueapprecia- 
/ion. 


The majority of thepe valued insects be- 


long to tlie great group known aa ichneu- 
mon flies, a family of h} iiiftnoptera, to 
which niitural order of ants, the bees, the 
wasps and the hornets belong. These ich. 
iieumons are always parasites, their larvae 
iving iu tlie hodk'H of caterpillars and 
arvae of vegetable-eating forms. Their 
peculiar habits make them, perhaps, the 
:uost remarkable and curious of all insects.
